But George Lardner, a re- 
porter for the Washington 
Post and Trmes-Herald, cover- 
ing Garrison's controversial 
investigation, said he went to '

Wednesday interviewing him, 

‘‘Once you get him talking 
it’s hard to shut him off,” 
Lardner had said before he 
learned of Feme's death. 

Chetta said Ferried death 
had to occur before 4 a.m., 
but Lardner insisted he had 
visited with Feme until that 
hour. 

Garrison said the time of 
death estimated by the coro- 
ner, and the time that Lard- 
ner said, was a major incon- 
sistency in the case and was 
<4 one of the mysteries we 
don’t understand." 

At a news conference yes- 
terday Garrison said his staff 
was not large enough to pro- 
vide protection to the princi- 
pals of the investigation.
